Facts and Documents Submitted by the Sunday Post- 


Dispatch to the Illinois Legislative Committee. 


On March n the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives appointed, by resolution, a com- 
mittee to inv the conduct of the Illi- 
nois, the Bt Louis and the Merchants’ 
Bridge companies. vet the legislative 
committee has accomplished mothing, — 

The Post-Dispatch at the same time un- 
dertook the investigation of the misconduct 
of the companies controlling the gateways 
of St. Louis. 

The results of this latter investigation are 
presented to-day. 

Here is an expose of the conspiracy of the 
Illinois & St. Louis and Merchants’ Termin- 


al Bridge Companies and the Wiggins Ferry 


e* 


Co. to levy toll upon the commerce of Bt. 
Louis and the Southwest by certain arbi- 
trarily-fixed charges maintained with con- 
spiratorial fidelity. 

The victims of this combination, com- 
pletely at its mercy, have learned by ex- 
perience in the course of daily business 
the existence of the pool. 

A money pool arbitrarily fixing a rate that 
must be paid for every pound of freight 
crossing the Mississippi River at St. Louis 
has been in existence since 1891, and during 
that time no Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, no congressional, municipal or commer- 
cial exchange or court of inquiry has been 
able to bring to light the facts concerning 
this combination. 

St. Louls remembers the bitterness with 
which the promoters of the Merchants’ 
Bridge & Terminal Co., at the inception of 
that public-spirited enterprise, resented 
every insinuation of a possibility of a co- 
alition between the then proposed bridge and 
the Gould bridge, which already had an alili- 
ance with the Wiggins Ferry Co: Every 
right and franchise grdnted to the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal was given under the con- 
sideration that it should oppose the Gould 
bridge and inseparably ally itself with the 
community interests of St. Louis as against 
the monopoly then charging transfer rates 
fixed at its own pleasure. 

How false the promoters of the Merchants’ 
Bridge & Terminal Co. have been to every 
pledge made to the press, the Municipal 
Assembly and the people of St. Louis is 
shown to-day. 

The Tllinois legislative committee has be- 
gun its investigation with no flattering 
prospect of success through its own unaided 
efforts, limited as it is by the situation in all 
its powers. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission meets at the Federal Bullding on 
the 18th of this month, and the new Munici- 
pal Assembly will converie on the 16th. 

The Legislature of Missouri will be re- 
convened in extra session on the 23d. 

For the first time the real facts of thie - 
legal pool throttling the commerce of a 


great city are presented to the public and to 


these bodies which may remedy them.

Louis, involves the venality of at least 
one Deputy Sheriff, the looting of the City 
Treasury in sums that can only be calcu- 
jated by those who have benefited by the 
scheme, and the lowering of the much- 
vaunted jury system of St. Louis to a level 
where it is only necessary to be unscrupu- 
lous to escape the duties which every fair- 
minded, honest citizen peels himself bound 
to perform. 

It has reached such a point that citizens 
reporting for jury duty have been invited 
to pay for the privilege of successfully 
evading the duties of citizenship, without 
the dangtr of their excuses being rejected 
by the presiding judge. They have been 
promised.immunity from jury summons for 
twelve months to come, and have been as- 
sured that upon acceding to the demand 
made upon them they could return to their 
business without fear of being cited for 
contempt of court.

Fire Breaks Out in the Illinois 
State House. 


DAMAGES FOOT UP $25,000. 


For a Time It Was Feared the 
$5,000,000 Structure Would 
Be Destroyed.

SPRINGFIELD, II., April 13.—This noon 
fire was discovered in the attic over the 
Senate chamber at the State House, The 
flames spread rapidly, and in a short time 


the entire portion of the Senate wing was 
in a blaze. The stone walls and metal roof 
prevented the fire from spreading farther, 
and after an hour’s work it was under con- 
trol. The eatest damage was to the roof, 
which h to be cut away to enable the 
firemen to reach the fire. It is of valuable 
material and will cost nearly $10,000 to re- 
place it. The elaborate ceiling of the Senate 
chamber is also damaged. ater ruined the 
carpet in the chamber and in the committee 
rooms and furniture was broken by the 
falling plaster. 

The greatest excitement prevailed in the 
State House during the fire, and prepara- 
tions were made to remove valuable docu- 
ments from the building. Assistant Adju- 
tant General Boyle gave orders for pack- 
ing the battle flags and memorials in Me- 
morial Hall and had vans ready to carry 
them from the building in case the fire 
spread to the south wing.

At 1:30, however, the 
flames were under control and shortly after 
that the fire was out. 
DAMAGE AND INSURANCE. 

The smoke has ey caused much 
damage to the walis. Both libraries were 
uninjured. Before the fire got well started 
the doors were closed and these parts of the 
building with the chamber of the house were 
uninjured. 

There is no insurance, as it has never 
been the custom of the State to insure its 
property. A large force of men have been 
set to work to repair the damage. It is 
feared that some of the steel supports be- 
neath the roof where the fire reigned have 
been so warped that they will have to be 
replaced with new ones. Should this be 
the case the entire roof on the west side 
will have to be torn out and rebuilt. 

Secretary of State Hinrichsen said this 
evening that*he — 8 $10,000 would prob- 
ably cover the loss. It is believed that the 
damage to the Senate chamber is much 
less than was at first su d, and that the 
ceiling decorations will saved. 

The enrolling and engrossing clerks’ office 
was deluged with water and many bills 
which have been enrolled have been de- 
stroyed.

There is nothing so discour- 
aging to those who aspire to do some- 
thing worthy as a neutral audience, 
nothing so enervating to intellectual 
workers as public indifference. Those 
who have felt the inspiration that comes 
from the praise or blame of a-few be- 
lieving friends,” from the appreciative 
criticism of sympathetic companions, 
know the value of recognition and .find 
it difficult, if not impossible, to do their 
best when isolated from such kindly in- 
fluences. 

It is to be hoped that this week’s ex- 
hibition will stimulate interest in subjects 
not directly connected with the material 
concerns of life and that the artists who 
have made this appeal for recognition 
will not be disappointed. If art and 
artists can be brought within the circle 
of every-day interests it cannot but re- 
sult in a civic life healthier and more 
satisfactory than one which is devoted 
exclusively to the arid pursuit of the

A DBAD FAD. 


It is reported from Boston that the 
Ibsen fad is dead. 

In other words, Ibsen’s work as a sen- 
sation, grateful to the dilettane palate, 
has lost its savor and the people who 
have been running the fad are turning 
to some other and more highly spiced 
dainty with which to kill their idle time. 

But it does not follow that Ibsen dies 
along with the Ibsen fad. In these days 
of moral and intellectual indigestion any- 
thing that is new is welcome—as a fad— 
but the faddists themselves are usually 
the last persons in the world to consider 
fresh ideas seriously or hold to them as 
sources of inspiration and incentives to 
action and healthy development. What 
the faddist wants is something shock- 
ing—not too shocking, but just shocking 
enough—and he craves it as the dys- 
peptic craves pickles and'spices. Hence 
we find that most- innovators fn litera- 
ture, art and politics are first “taken up“ 
and “boomed” by people who have noth- 
ing serious to do and need a stimulus 
to do it—people who live from one sen- 
sation to another, from gentle shock to 
gentle shock. 

But, happily, the pioneers of thought 
long since learned to leave their fame 
to time and succeeding generations. They 
are chattered about and dropped by the 
faddists, but are studied, loved and ab- 
sorbed by the healthy minded, who think 
a while before they speak. 

Writers like Ibsen, Browning, Whit- 
man, will live or die according to the 
judgment of men and women who really 
think. Faddists may postpone their fame 
by making them ridiculous, but if there 
is any vitality in them it will not be 
impaired. If the Ibsen fad dies we shall 
see whether Ibsen is going to live.

So Says the Furniture Board of 
Trade of the Check Charge. 


RESOLUTIONS PASSED. 


A Country Merchant Sende a Strong 
and Pointed Letter on the Sub- 
ject to a Local House. 


The St. Louis Furniture Board of Trade 
on Friday night passed the following resolu- 
tions, bearing on the arbitrary charge of 
the local banks for collecting country 
checks: 

“Whereas, It having been a rule universal 
for the banking houses of this city to ac- 


cept for deposit the local checks of mer- 
chants outside the city, and 

“Whereas, This has become a business 
custom among outside merchants, to make 
purchases subject to settlement with their 
own local checks, not only for this, but all 
other principal cities, and 

“Whereas, To now insist upon a change 
from the advantages competing cities still 
offer will result in great loss in trade to the 
furniture and kindred lines; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the St. Louis Furniture 
Board of Trade considers that the action of 
the St. Louis banks, through their Clearing- 
House Association, is of great detriment to 
the business interests of the city, and here- 
by protests against the further enforcement 
of this 9 ruling, and asks for its re- 
on or modification so that individual 

anks may make exceptions with their cus- 
tomers in case they may desire.“ 

The matter was discussed at length and 
Messrs, Kregel, Reardon and Kaiser were 
appointed a committee to confer with com- 
mittees from other trade — m- 
cluding the Merchants’ Exchange and the 
Wholesale Druggists’ Club, at a meeting to 
be held in a few days, at which the exchange 
charges will be discussed.

We are for the interests of the country 
banks first, last and all the time, because 
they help us when St. Louis banks refuse 
to do so. We are not attempting to force 
you or any other St. Louis house to accept 
our local checks at a loss. We have de- 
cided that we will Rey all debts contracted 
prior to this rule, not in St. Louis exchange, 
but will send the money by prepaid express, 
and hereafter if our friends in St. Louis 
cannot make arrangements with their banks 
so that they can handle our paper at par 
we will be compelled to transfer our trade 
to some other city. We will hold the check 
above referred to until we get your reply. 

Several St. Louis firms are now keeping 
accounts in Chicago, Kansas City and Cairo, 
to which they send their country checks, 
the collection of which costs them nothing. 
One grain and hay firm, whose name can be 
furnished to interested persons, is daily 
clearing, as a matter of accommodation to 
their friends here, about $3,000 of county 
checks, by sending them to these cities. 
They are charged nothing for collection on 
them. The advantage in this instance is 
mutual, as the country checks are cleared 
for their friends without expense, and they 
in turn are saved the 88 of expressing 
the currency to Cairo, Kansas City or Chi- 
cago, as the case may be.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 13—It ts 
possible that the income tax suits which 
were recently heard before the Supreme 
Court will be reopened on Monday. An 
immediate rehearing is desired by the op- 
ponents of the tax and their counsel con- 
template appearing in court on Monday with 
a motion to that effect. The object is to 
secure a speedy and definite decision upon 
the entire income tax law. N 

Justice Jackson, it is believed, has suffi- 
clently recovered to take his seat on the 
bench, if the motion is granted. He is 
said to have expressed his readiness to re- 
sume his official duties in case the income 
tax suits are set down for another hearing. 
This would establish a full court, and cause 
mine Justices to hear the cases instead of 
eight. Another even decision would, there- 
fore, be impossible, and the law would be 
pronounced either constitutional or un- 
constitutional, and not left as it was by the 
first decision, undecided, because four Jus- 
tices thought one way and four another. 

The impression to-night is that the court 
will grant the motion to rehear the cases 
and that they will be reopened at an early 
day. No one can speak with any certainty 
as to what view Justice Jackson will take 
of the constitutionality of the law, but those 
who know him best are inclined to believe 
that he is in favor of sustaining the law, 
and that he has no doubt as to its constitu- 
tionality. The motion to reopen the cases 
will probably be made by Mr. Guthrie. 

The failure of the eight Justices to render 
@ satisfactory decision has had evidently 
little influence upon the disposition of citi- 
ens to promptly file their returns. At the 
Deputy Collector's office in this city it 18 
said that returns are coming in at the rate 
of 200 a day. Reports to the Revenue Bu- 
reau show that the returns are being filed 
very rapidly all over the country. Some of 
the United States Senators are filing their 
returns here, but most of the other public 
Officials are sending theirs to their respect- 
ive homes. 

No city or section of the Republic can 
claim President Cleveland for its own. He 
is officially recorded as a citizen at New 
York. The record is contained in his in- 
come tax return, filed by him with Revenue 
Commissioner Miller to-day. No one at the 
White House will say anything on the sub- 
ject, and Mr. Miller pleads that the law 
distinctly forbids him giving out informa- 
tion in regard to income tax returns. It is 
said, however, that the President consulted 
with the head of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau at the White House this morning as 
to where he should pay his tax. The prob- 
lem arose from the fact that the President 

accepted as a citizen of New York, has 

& summer home at Buzzard Bay, Mass., 
and is now a resident of Washington. After 
considerable talk, in which no decision was 
‘arrived at, the President is said to have 
Written “citizen at large“ after his name 
and to have handed the return to the Com- 
‘migsioner. It is of no special significance, 
as far as the law is concerned, as to where 
the President claims a legal residence. The 
‘correctness of the return will be verified 
by the Collector where the income is de- 
rived. It is understood that the President 
has included his $50,000 salary less the $4,000 
exemption allowed by law. As to whether 
this salary can be taxed will have to be 
passed upon by the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue. The tax for 1894 is not pay- 
table until July 1 next, and by that time the 
‘Commissioner will have determined the 
President's rights in the matter. 

Some persons who should speak with au- 
thority, say Justice Jackson did not expect 
to return to Washington until October 

“(which would delay a rehearing until then) 
and that if his health did not then permit 
him to resume his duties he would send his 
resignation to the President. 

There is no doubt as to the President's 

views upon the expediency and constitution- 


ality of the income tax. His suggestion to 
Congress that a low rate income tax should 
be enacted was only made after the most 
careful examination of all the questions in- 
volved and as a result of this examination 
he was and is still to be convinced an in- 
come law is constitutional. It is understood 
that his views differ radically from those of 
the court on the rent exemption question 
as contained in their opinion of last Mon- 


day. 

Mr. Cleveland, it is said, holds the opinion 
that the taxation of incomes received from 
rents is not a dipect tax within the meaning 
of the Constitution and that in case of the 
retirement of Justice Jackson during his 
term of office he will see to it that his suc- 
eessor’s views coincide with his own on 
this important point.

ANNUAL HARFPOR REPORTS. 


Capt. Dan Able Details the Work of 
His Depaartment the Past Year. 


Capt. Dan Able, Harbor and Wharf 
Commissioner, has compiled his annual re- 
port for the fiscal year ending April 1. 


The receipts for the year were $67,780.89, a 
falling off of $6,234.34, compared with the 
previous year. Capt. Able accounts for this 
by the prolonged drouth last fall, followed 
by a freeze up of unusual duration, navi- 
gation being practical! suspended from 
these causes. The total of wharfage and 
miscellaneous bills was $75,128.50, of which 
$7,347.61 is uncollected. he appropriation 
for the harbor fund was $63,400, an increase 
of $2,050 over the year before. Of this 
$45,848.40 was expended, leaving a balance of 
$17,551.60 to be covered back into the Treas- 
ury. The expenditures Were $8,956.15 less 
than last year. The total credit to the 
harbor fund is $40,834.52. 

The total number of boats and barges 
using the harbor during the year were: 
Packets 990, boats 1,687, barges 1,140, total 
tonnage 1,815 745. Lumber receipts in feet 
were as follows: White pine 86,078,3: 
shingles 34,946,750, laths 31,116,850, pickets 
1,503,500, logs 9, 474,240. 

The total bils receivable were made up as 
follows: Wharfage $22,870.80, licenses $10,- 
376, rentals $41,881.70. Of the rentals the 
railway companies pay $18,423.49.

It is stated, apparently on authority, in 
Paris to-day that the French Government 
has given. Russia perfect assurance of her 
intention to support Russian resistance to 
any cession of territory in the main land.

I. H. Lionberger spoke to The Ethics of 
Free Trade.” He is not a single taxer, and 
frankly avowed his disbelief in the correct- 
ness of the theories advanced by the previ- 
ous 8 ers. He devoted his time to the 
negative side of his subject by exposing the 
favlacies of the protection idea. 

Col. Charles H. Jones was expected to re- 
ply to the toast, “The Income Tax.” He 
was unable to attend, but a letter from 
him was read, in which he expressed his 
opinion of the justness of an income tax, 
fndorsing Sherman’s eld-time view of its 
equity. He regarded it as the only means 
of correcting, even in a small degree, the 
existing inequalities of the tax system, but 
he wel he meant an inconfe tax, and not 
the ing of shreds and patches the Su- 
preme Court decision had made of it. That 
decision showed that the plutocracy, long 
suspected of influencing the inferior courts, 
had at length made itself felt in that tri- 
bunal, and that it would do more to weaken 
respect for that high court than anything 
since the Dred Scott decision. Col. Jones 
also called attention to the interest the 
single-taxers had in the decision, since it 
held that the tax on land ren was a 
direct tax which must be apportioned 
among the States, consequently such a tax 
cannot be levied under a Federal law. 

Dr. J. W. Caldwell spoke on Henry George 
and Herbert Spencer, taking occasion to de- 
ny that Spencer’s latter day recantation of 
earlier theories was not, as had been 
charged, in deference to the landed gentry 
of England. 

Rev. M. Rhodes spoke to “Reforms and 
the Church,“ and was followed in a telling 
speech by Col. H. Martin Williams on The 
Farmer and the Single Tax,’’ in which the 
speaker held that the farmers were awaken- 
ing to the fallacy of the old theory that they 
owned the land values of the country, and 
were crying out like: Nicodemus of old, 
Lord Save or We Perish.”’ ;

In the Democratic governmental system of 
Bt. Louis the Chief Assistants, Chief Clerks 
or Gecretaries share with the Department 
heads in e measure their responsibilities | 
and in Many cases more than share the 
labors, 

Some of these public servants have, on ac- 
count ot their peculiar knowledge of the 
business of their offices, long been regarded 
@s indispensable. In several instances they 
have survived a half dozen administrations. 

The aim of this article is to present a 
glimpse of the personality of some of these 
hard workers in a few prominent offices. In 
some cases there are others of equal rank 
in other divisions of their respective de- 
partments.

One fact attests his efficiency. as a public 
officer. His record has never been found 
deficient by the courts, though it has been 
questioned hundreds of times in special tax 
suits.

WHEAT IN FRANCE. 


Some Interesting Facts From a Letter 
Received by Mr. C. R. Gregory. 


The following interesting facts relative to 
the flour and wheat trade in France were 
contained in a letter received recently by 
Mr. Chas. R. Gregory of the H. T. Simon & 
Gregery Dry Goods Co. of this city: 

“The duty imposed in France on foreign 
wheat is 7 francs per quintal, or 7 francs 
on 32-3 bushels, the American bushel being 
sixty pounds. 

The best American wheat is imported and 

sold in France by the house of M. Ephrussi 
& Co. for about 19 to 20 francs per bushel. 
This family of Israelites, originally of Odes- 
ga, allied by marriage with the Rothschilds, 
absolutely control the breadstuffs market of 
France, and exercise the same influence as 
did their illustrious compatriot and an- 
— Joseph, in Egypt under the Pha- 
raohs. 
The duty on flour varies according to the 
quality. On ordinary superfine the duty is 
12 francs per quintal; on ‘extra,’ 14 francs; 
on double extra, 16 francs, A quintal of flour 
corresponds with 220 pounds of our weight, 
being twenty-four pounds more than our 
barrel of flour. 1 

“The brands of flour most esteemed in 
France, indeed, most highly valued every- 
where in Burope, are from the mills<of 
Trieste. The three departments of Austria, 
situated on the eastern coasts, or classic 
shores of the Adriatic, forming anciently 
the Kingdom of Illyria, so famous as the 
scene of Shakspeare’s delightful comedy, 
‘Twelfth Night,’ are now known on the 
vulgar map of Euro as Carniole, Ca- 
rynthia and Trieste. These three little prov- 
inces have so highly favored by na- 
ture that the inhabitants imagine, like the 
shepherds of Arcadia, that they constituted 
originally the Garden of Eden. It is here 
that summer first unfolds her robes and 
here she lo t tarries. In this scene of en- 
chantment it is said the voice of the night- 
ingale is never mute. But in this utilitarian 
age these blessed fields have been trans- 
formed into sources of wealth. 

“It is here that the most delicious fruits 
are cultivate? and grown for the markets 


of Vienna and other cities, particularily of 
Paris. Shakspeare’s delightful story, and 
his charming heroines, Olivia and Viola 
even the proud tradition that it was once 
the Paradise of Adam and Eve, and wit- 
nesséd the fatal blandishments of Satan, all 
Have passed into oblivion.

Increasing years, increasing 
weight and a big fortune have combined 
to unfit him for the terrific labors of a 
champion jockey.

He cannot get be- 
low 125 pounds in weight, and even theu the 
necessary training is so severe that it 


severely taxes his health and strength. 

Jimmie McLaughlin is out of the jockey 
question for good and all. He is quite a 
portly man nowadays, close on to 160 
E in weight and with a fine stable of. 

is own, which gives him plenty to do. 

The jockeys who approach in cleverness 
within strikin distance of the “Dutch 
Boy,” Fred aral, are few in number. 
Willies Sims, Sam Doggett, Patsy McDer- 
mott, John McCafferty and little Griffin all 
aspire to rank with him, and each of these 
lads has a coterie of friends who regard 
their respective idols as the premier jock- 
eys of the land. But the great majority of 
horsemen and the racing public cling to 
Taral, and boldly assert that there is no 
one like him within the broad confines of 
the universe. 

In the winter time Taral lives like a mil- 
lionaire, and well he can afford to, as his 
income from earnings alone amount to a 
figtre very close to 000 a year. He does 
not bet much, although he is in a position 
to know of more good things“ than most 
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When the exercise work is over Taral is 
oan rubbed down by his valet. If he gets 
off a quarter of a pound a day he is well 
satisfied with the morning’s work. It’s a 
comparatively easy matter to get off the 
first five pounds, but as the reducing pro- 
cess advances its difficulties increase, and 
the last three or four pounds are the hard- 
est of them all. Every pound that he can 
get off is worth so many more hundreds, 
perhaps thousands of dolilars to him in the 
season’s work, as his.range for accepting 
outside mounts is widened in proportion to 
the lightness of his weight. 

But his ambition to make all the money 
he can never leads Taral to adopt the 
short-sighted policy of reducing his weight 
to the point where his strength !s affected. 
Some jockeys get off three or four pounds 
in a night by staying in the steam room 
of a Russian bath establishment, but then 
then they are so weak that they almost 
have to de lifted into the sadddle the fol- 


lowing day. 
A RUINOUS PRACTICE. 

Taral regards this as a ruinous practice 
and endeavors to keep his weight down by 
the natura] method of hard and continuous 
work. While he uses the Russian bath 
outfit In his house morning and evening, 
his process is scarcely more than an ordi- 
nary bath with an unusually vigorous rub- 
ing down. 

Taral usually stays at the track these 
days until after the noon hour. The exer- 
cise work is practically over by 9 o'clock, 
although sometimes the horses are given 
light work during the afternoor. aral 
keeps close watch In the development of 
the 2-year-olds, as Tratner Lakeland would 
rather have an opinion from him about 
the youngsters than anyone else. 

It is usually 3 o’clock when Taral is back 
home, and very often he goes for a drive 
with his family. He dines lightly at 6 
o’clock and is in bed before 9. It’s a busy 
day that the young man leads; and when 
the real work of the season begins, it 1s 
fraught with great danger. The money he 
makes is a vast sum, but then champions 
are scare and they can legitimately de-

Taral’s home on Lennox avenue is in 
the fashionable uptown section, and it 1s 
furnished with rare luxury. It looks more 
like the abode of some merchant prince 
than that of a jockey, and this fact illus- 
trates some unusual traits in the young 
man who has practically lived in the some- 
what demoralizing atmosphere of a racing 
stable since his early boyhood. Taral’s 
German extraction gives him the sound 
business sense characteristic of the race. 

He lives well, but he saves a large por- 
tion of his * income. His house cost 
$35,000, and its furnishings represent $10,000 
more. He keeps a carriage and a fine 
team of horses for the use of himself, 
his wife and young children, and also 
maintains a valet. He has at least $60,000 
invested in good paying securities selected 
by his employer, James R. Keene, the vet- 
eran financier. The young man, now 2 
years old, is nicely situated on the sunny 
side of Easy street,“ as the sporting phrase 
goes. Taral only drinks an occasional 
glass, but he smokes a great deal, and 
always the finest of cigars. In fact, smok- 
ing is the only luxury he allows himself, 
besides attending the big prize fights a 
sport of which he is exceedingly fond. 

GETTING DOWN TO WEIGHT. 

Taral is at present engaged upon the 
arduous task of pectin. down to riding 
weight weight. Althoug he has taken 
good care of himself alll through the 
winter, he has picked up 15 pounds. He 
wants to get down to 110 pounds, if possible, 
and to do it without minimizing his 
strength. He appreciates the fact that 
much of his success in riding has been due 
to his physical strength.

A sprint race, which is a hard one from 
the drop of the flag, requires a tremendous 
amount of endurance on the part of the 
rider to get all there is qut of his mount.

THEATER TICKET FRAUDS. 


Some of the Troubles of the St. Louis 
Managers. 


There are some drawbacks attached to the 
glory of being a big metropolis with many 
theaters and an amusement-loving populace. 


New York has been experiencing this late- 
ly in the discovery of extensive frauds prac- 
ticed by theater ticket scalpers, who trade 
in theatrical passes and run “cut rate” 
offices—a business not unlike that of ralil- 
way ticket scalping, save that it seems not 
to have the same safeguards thrown about 
it as has the latter. 

St. Louis also has had its troubles of a 
somewhat similar nature, climaxing at 
local box offices and causing some embar- 
rassment to local managers, and the nature 
of the frauds attempted or practiced show 
neon ingenuity in conception and execu- 
tion, 

The box office abuses in New York, as ex- 
posed by the World, lay largely in the pur- 
chase-of tickets issued by theaters to par- 
ties who allowed their show windows to be 
used for theatrical lithograph displays, and 
the sale of such tickets at cut rates to per- 
sons not entitled to them. This culminated 
recently in the arrest of one of the Gotham 
pirates on the charge of having, by the 
use of chemicals, altered the date upon an 
order for two seats at Palmer’s Theater. 
The warrant was sworn out by Manager A. 
M. Palmer and the case is now on in New 
York. It appears that the business of sell- 
ing cut rate“ theater tickets in the metro 
olis is quite an extensive one, and as it ts 
based almest entirely on the practice of 
issuing free passes, New York managers are 
trying to discover some means by which 
the latter can be more satisfactorily re- 
stricted and governed. 

Manager Short of the Olympic Theater in 
this city was seen by a Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch reporter regarding these ‘‘bex office 
troubles.“ 8 

We have troubles of our own,” said Mr. 
Short, “and they are somewhat in the line 
of those reported from New York, although 
the system of theatrical ticket scalping is 
not practiced here. Nevertheless, the trouble 
arises from the issuing of ‘lithograph tick- 
ets,’ as they are called. The most notable 
case in St. Louis was a fraud perpetrated 
on this theater last fall, I think during the 
engagement of ‘In Old Kentucky.“ Two men 
arrived in St. Louis at the opening of that 
engagement. They went to a local printin 
establishment and had a lot of slips run o 
bearing the letter head of the Olympic 
‘Pass for lith- 


addition, they had printed at least 300 seat 
coupons, all calling for the same two seats 


in the Olympic, In one day they went among 


the wholesale business houses here and 


sold $100 worth of these frauduient passes at 


cut rates. The first I knew of it the young 
man in the box office here called to me one 
morning, asking if I had changed the form 
of our passes. I told him I had not and he 
showed me one of those fraudulent passes, 
upon which he had just issued two seats. A 
half hour after, another showed up and I 
informed the holder that it was no good. 
That night fully 200 were presented at the 
door and we had a lively time. Of course, 
they were not honored, and the victims of 
the fraud either went away disconsolate or 
bought good tickets. None of them knew 
the names of the two men who had perpe- 
trated the frauds. I notified the detectives, 
but the men had flown. They afterwards 
played the same game in Chicago and Cin- 
cinnati. 

„There are occasional instances of the 
holders of lithograph passes selling them, 
but it is difficult to prove a case of this 
kind. It would be a good thing if we were 
able to do away with lithograph passes al- 
together, but this could not be done without 
loss to the business, unless the newspapers 
would make it to our advantage to do all 
our advertising with them in return for 
their devoting more daily and Sunday space 
to theatrical and amusement matters. If 


‘they did this, there would be no need for 


lithograph displays in the windows.” 
Manager George McManus of the Grand 
Opera House said: “There is no system of 
theatrical ticket scalping in St. Louis, or, 
indeed, in any city outside of New York. 
There is occasional trouble however, with 
lithograph passes sold at cut rates, and with 
forged passes. One case happened with us 
this season, where the employe of à local 
business establishment sold a forged pas.

JACKSON, Ky., April 13.—The first legal 
hanging to occur in Eastern Kentucky will 
take place here on Friday, May 31, next. 
This place is the county seat of Breathitt 
County and until the Lexington and Eastern 
Railroad was built, fife years ago, it con-

tained only eighteen houses. It is now a 
thriving mountain town of 1,000 souls. 
Breathitt County, like all the other coun- 
ties of Eastern Kentucky, has had its feuds 
and its innumerable killings, but up to the 


first of this year nobody had ever been con- 
victed of murder in the first degree. Dur- 
ine the holding of Circuit Court in Jack- 
on, prior to the building of the railroad, 
there was always one or more fights and om 
several occasions the Govenor of Kentucky 
had to send troops here in order that court 
might be held. 

“Bad Tom Smith,“ the man who is to 
be hanged next month, was seen by your 
correspondent to-day in the new jail. He 
readily consented to have his photograph 
taken for the Post-Dispatch and he talked at 
length about himself. He said: 

do not fear whatever fate is in store for 
me. I have prayed to God for aid and He 
has given me assurances of his help. I am 
the happiest man in Breathitt County to- 
day, I reckon, yes, sir, the happiest man, 
No, I’ve got nuthin aginst the men that 
swore agin me. I ain't no murderer. Yes, 
I've kifled men, but I always killed em 
when they wuz trin' to kill me. I'm willin’ 
to go out yander (pointing to the spot 
where the gallows will be erected), and 
stand what the law says I have to. One 
thing Im glad of. When the judgment day 
comes thar won't be no holdin’ back of 
anything. The whole world will know that 
Bad Tom Smith’ as they call me, wuz not 
nuthin’ like what they accused me of bein’ 
Why did I leave my wife and two children? 
Because she sympathized with the Ever- 
soles, and J couldn't live with no woman 
that dun that. Yes, I feel like God has for- 
give me for all my sins and I'm happy. Yes, 
sir, happy.“

looking. He has dark brown hair, a cold 
blue eye, a large brown mustache, of which 
he seems to be very proud, and he sneaks in

Mrs. Catherine McQuinn, his accomplice 
in the murder of Dr. Rader, for which he is

aph. She is a large, coarse woman with 

lack hair and dark eyes. Her features are 
more like those of a man than a woman 
and her voice is in keeping with her feat- 
ures. She had no hesitancy in telling about 
the killing of Rader, but she professed to 
have taken no part in the crime. 

Thomas Smith, the murderer of eight men,

was born in Perry County, Kentucky, of 
humble but respectable parents, thirty-two 
years ago. e received no education, owing 
to the poverty of his father. From his 
earliest boyhood he was classed among the 
wildest, -rudest and most overbearing boys 
of the neighborhood. 

When 36 vears old he engaged in his first 
serious fight. It was in the town of Haz- 
ard, the county seat of Perry County, and 
on election Gay, when he seriously wounded 
Eli Combs, One of the fichters. From the 
day of this fight he seemed to have a burn- 
ing desire to shed human blood and to direct 
his thieving propensities toward a higher 


ane. 

The first horse he stole belonged to Ira 
Davidson, brother-in-law of Joe Eversole 
and a son-in-law of Judge Josiah Combs, 
who was shot down in cold blood not long 
ince in front of his own door at Hazard. 


Por this offense he was tried at Hazard in 


and acquitted upon some technical 
nt. Wot long after this he robbed James 
vidson, who is now in the penitentiary 
servin N a sentence for killing his broth- 
er by ho fing him up on the highway and 
relieving him of his watch. He was ar- 
rested for this crime, but by threatening 
the witnesses with death he and his older 
brother William succeeded in preventing 
the case from coming to trial. 
About this time he became the acknowl- 
leader of the French forces in the 
famous French-Rversole feud of Perry 
He planned nearly all the assas- 
sinations that marked that bloody and 
cowardly war, and in many instances he 
was foremost in executing these assassin- 
ations. In 1887 he decoved Joe Hurt, a 
you man, to his house and shot him dead, 
the inchester bullet going through his 
heart.

2 of this year everything was quiet in 
rr County and French, having moved to 
Winchester, Ky., the Grand-jury returned 
several indictments against Smith for his 
crimes. This alarmed the many-times mur- 
derer and, gathering a crowd of his friends, 
they visited Hazard one dark night and set 
fire to the Perry County Court-house. 


After the Court-house was burned a réign 
of terror prevailed in Perry County. Sev- 
eral friends of Eversole were notified to 
leave the county or die. ong these was 
Robin Cornett, who lived just beyond Haz- 
ard, and one day, while in the sight of his 
boys, Tom Smith, Jesse, “and Bob 
Prophet surrounded him from the 
bushes shot him to death: Smith was in- 
dicted for this crime, but evaded trial by 
having the case put off from court to court 
and by forfeiting his straw. bond. 


During the session, of the Perry Circuit 
Court in the fall of 1ss9—Judge. William I.. 
Hurst of Wolf County presiding as Special 
Judge—the French and ‘Eversole factions 
met on the streets of Hazard. No,Jess than 
2,000 shots were fired in this ‘fight. The 
French forces, with Tom Smith in the lead, 
held on for twenty-four hours. After the 
battle was over it was found that Jake Me- 
Knight and Ed Campbell had been killed. 
Campbell fell by a bullet from Joe David- 
son's gun and McKnight was killed by Tom 
Smith. The French faction never lost a 
man. Judge Hurst was given five minutes 
to leave town = y Smith's crowd and he left. 

As the Eversole men were retreating from 
Hazard Tom Smith and Jesse Fields fol- 
lowed closely in their wake, and when about 
a mile from town they opened fire on Green 
Morris and Jack Francis. The two fleeing 
men turned and fired. A bullet from Morris’ 
gun took effect in Jesse Fields’ arm, badly 
fracturing the bone. For this fight all the 
Eversole and French people engaged in it 
were indicted and their trials, except that 
of Smith, moved to Winchester. Later 
Smith’s case was moved to Pineville, where 
he was tried, found guilty and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for life: His case was 
reyersed by the Court of Appeals and the 
indictment finally filed’ away. The case 
against him for the murder of Robin Cor 
nett was also moved to Pineville, but it 
has never been tried. 


Smith then went down in Breathitt Coun-

ty and there led the life of a libertine and 
general tough. He was not only 4 terror 
to the neighbors in Breathitt County, but 
to the citizens of Jackson, the county seat. 
Last September he went into Jackson one 
afternoon and was soon under the influence 
of white whisky and began to try to run the 
town and “paint it red,“ as he termed it. 
When Marshal H. C. Hurst, Jr, and his 
deputy, Samuel Mans, went to arrest him, 
he and several of his chums opened fire on 
the officers. They returned the fire prompt- 
ly, the bullet from Marshal Hurst’s pistol 
striking Smith's left arm and shattering the 
bone into splinters. It also severed an ar- 
tery and Smith came very near bleeding to 
death. This was the first and only time 
he was ever wounded. 

A‘ few weeks before this episode he had 
become acquainted with Mrs. Katherine 
McQuinn, whose lunatic husband is incar- 
cerated in the asylum at Lexington. She 
owned a farm on Quicksand Creek, about 
four miles from Jackson, and Smith went 
there and lived with her in open adultery. 
In February of this year Smith conceived 
the idea that Dr. J. E. Rader, who had a 
short time before been released from the 
penitentiary for having shot a man who 
slew his brother, carried a large sum of 
money on his person. In order to get this 
money he told Dr. Rader that he was sub- 
ject to fits and that he wanted the doctor 
to go out to Mrs. McQuinn’s with him and 
watch his symptoms, so that he might 
know how to treat the case. Rader went 
out on the 4th of February and the next 
morning his dead body was found on the 
floor in the McQuinn house with a bullet 
hole through his heart. 

Both Smith and Mrs. McQuinn were ar- 
rested and tried for the crime. The people 
of Breathitt County had experienced a 
great deal of trouble on account of the 
French-Eversole war and, being. them- 
selves law-abiding citizens, both of the ac- 
cused were quickly tried for Dr. Rader's 
murder. Mrs. McQuinn testified that Smith 
assassinated Rader while he slept, and he 
testified that Mrs. McQuinn shot him. It 
seems that each jury believed their testi- 
mony, for the twelve men who tried Smith 
were only three minutes in deciding that 
he was guilty and his punishment should 
be death, while the jury that tried Mrs. 
McQuinn was out but a few minutes until it 
returned a verdict.of guilty and fixed her 
punishment at imprisonment for life.

THE RELIGION 
OF OUR COUNTRY. 


Is the Death Knell of the Nation 
Being Sounded? : 


DR. CAVE RINGS AN ALARM. 


The Mad Passion for Money the Founda- 
tion of American Hopes and 
Plans and Fears. 


By request of a large number of those who 
were deeply impressed with these utter- 
ances, the Sunday Post-Dispatch takes oc- 
casion to publish the following sermon, de- 
livered at the Non-Sectarian Church in this 
city, on Sunday, April 7, by Rev. R. C. Cave. 
It is well worthy a general reading: 


I shall try to talk to you for a little while 
this morning about the religion of our coun- 


try and some of its results. 

By the religion of our country I do not, of 
course, mean religion established or en- 
forced by any civil or ecclesiastical law. 
Strictly speaking, there is no such religion 
as that in any country. True, we some- 
times speak of such established religions, 
but in reality it is only;the form of religion 
that is thus established. 

Sometimes a church or state, disregarding 
the God-given rights of the human soul, 
exercises its authority and power to com- 
pel men to profess faith in certain doctrines 
and outwardly observe certain days as holy 
and worship according to a certain pre- 
scribed ritual. It regulates by legal enact- 
ments the dress that teachers of religion 
shall wear before the people; it enacts laws 
saying what the form in which religion 
shall be manifested must be, but it is power- 
less to establish and enforce any kind of 
religion itself. 

Religion is not an outward form, it is an 
inward principle. It has its home in the 
secret recesses of the soul, where no law, 
either civil or ecclesiastical, can be en- 
forced. 

It is the ruling affection of the heart, an 
affection which inspires the life of the man 
and which is subject to the decree of neither 
priest nor king. 

If this ruling -affection be a hunger and 
thirst for truth and God and righteousness, 
it is a divine religion. If it be a desire for 
happiness rather than holiness, a longing to 
save one’s self at the cost of another's 
sweat and tears and blood, it is a selfish re- 
ligion. If it be an ignoble fear impelling the 
soul to bow in abject submission to any 
power on earth or in heaven, it is a slavish 
religion. If it be a yearning for success 
and pleasure, a craving for that which de- 
lights the eye or gratifies the pride of life, 
it is a worldly religion. 

If it be a love for that which is essentially 
bad, a reaching out of the heart after that 
which is inherently low and base and mean 
and sensual, it is a devilish religion. 


But the ruling affection, whether it be 
true or false, pure or impure, God-like or 
devilish, is the real religion of the man or 
nation dominated by it. Hence, when the 
Apostie Paul sought to turn men from 
heathenism, he did not exhort them to have 
a different sort of theology, he did not ex- 
hort them to have a different ritual, but he 
exhorted them to be renewed in the spirit 
of their minds. Hence, the Roman pontiff, 
in answer to the English papist, in the 
time of Elizabeth, when asked as to what 
was his pleasure in regard to the Catholics 
rendering obedience to the law requiring 
them to attend services in the Protestant 
church, said: Tell the Catholics to give 
me their hearts and the Queen may have 
all the rest.“ 

By the religion of our country, then, I do 
not mean what any civil or ecclesiastical 
— may ordain as the doctrine to be 

elieved, and the days and ceremonies to 
be observed, but I mean the spirit dwelling 
in se inspiring the lives of our people. 
This, friends, is the matter of prime import- 
ance. On this our future, as a nation. de- 
pends. All history shows that it is the spirit 
reigning in the hearts of the country’s peo- 
ple, which is their true religion, that de- 
termines that country’s destiny for weal 
or for woe. 

I know the advocate of Protestantism 
seeks to prove its truth by pointing us tri- 
umphantly to the greater material prosper- 
ity of Protestant nations; others charge 
that the leading spirit among the founders 
of this Republic were heretical in faith and 
claim the triumph for liberalism. One tells 
us to look at Protestant England or at 
Catholic Spain, and behold the proof of the 
claim of Protestantism or Catholicism; the 
other tells us to look at what such liberal 
thinkers as Washington and Jefferson did, 
to be assured of the value of liberalism. 

Now, all such arguments prove absolutely 
nothing. England’s greatness and glory are 
due, not to the form of her religion, but to 
her religion itself, The sturdy, beautiful, 
brave and liberty-loving spirit of her peo- 
ple, manifesting itself according to the con- 
ditions of the age, was just as truly there 
in the sixteenth century, under the reign 
of Romanism as it is in the nineteenth 
century under the reign of Protestantism: 
and it was not the so-called infidelity of 
Thomas Jefferson, but his spirit of human- 
ity and human brotherhood that made him 
the author of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. 


The stanch advocacy of liberty, instead of 
being the cause of England's greatness, is 
itself a result of the same spirit that pro- 
duced that greatness, and Sm, in- 
stead of giving birth to American institu- 
tions, is itself the child of the spirit of which 
they were born. 

Christianity is better than paganism: Pro 
testantism is better than Catholicism: lib- 
erahsm is better than orthodoxy;-any one 
form better than another only

religion 
to the extent that it gives expression and 
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nourishment to a truer and freer and man- 
lier and diviner spirit. All history shows 
that it is not the form of the belief, not 
their theological creed or ritual observance, 
but the spirit within the people thus domin- 
ating their lives that crowns them with 
glory or covers them with shame. 

Pagan Rome, with all her false gads and 
false ceremonies—pagan Rome was mistress 
of the world as long as her people rever- 
enced duty, fidelity, justice, chastity, cour- 
age and all manly virtues, and sought the 
public good rather than their own, and 
sought the public goed even at the cost of 
their own torture and death, and counted 
dishonor the only evil. 

Christian Rome, with all her improved 
theology, with all her better theological 
faith, plunged into ruin when the love of 
virtue was superceded by the love of pleas- 
ure, when the hearts of her people and her 
leaders were given up wholly to pleasure 
and sensuality, when her women forgot to 
be chaste and her men left their country’s 
battles to be fought by mercenaries. 

All history bears witness to the truth that 
it is not the religious ritual of the people, 
but the spirit reigning within their hearts, 
that leads them upward to greatness and 
— or downward to national disaster and 
ruin. j 

What then is the spirit domfnating our 
people to-day? What is the affection that 
reigns in their hearts and inspires their 
lives and constitutes their real religion? 

The answer is not difficult to find. I 
doubt not that you are answering it your- 
selves right now. If I were to take a vote 
and ask each one in this audience to give 
me that answer, I think the result would be 
wonderfully unanimeus.. The answer is not 
edifficult to find. It is written in letters so 
large and plain that “he who runs may 
read.“ 

It is declared in the character of our 
thought, for man ever thinks most of that 
which he loves most. It is declared in the 
character of our speech, for “out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth speak- 
eth.“ It is declared in r manner of life, 
for the issues of life out of the heart 
and tell us the state o the hegrt, and by» 
thought and speech a rork tiie people — 
this country are to-day fepstantly declaring 
that the ruling passion ‘their lives is the 
love of money. This passion is not confined 
to the old, not limited to those whose hearts 
have been hardened by constant and long 
contact with the world and the bitter strue- 
gles of life, but it has taken possession of 
the youth of our land. 

Three-fourths of our young men, it is safe 
to say three-fourths, will admit that their 
profoundest thoughts, their most serious 
conversations and their most earnest en- 
deavors are given to the question of making 
money. Money, to the overwhelming ma- 
jority of our people to-day, is what whales 
were to that captain of a whaling vessel, 
who, in answer to the question of an im- 
portunate preacher concerning the state of 
his heart, said: “I left Nantucket after 
whales, I sailed around Cape Horn after 
whales; I am now in the Northern Pacific 
Ocean after whales. By day I think of 
nothing but whales, by night I dream of 
nothing but whales, and H you should open 
my heart, I think you would find the shape 
of a small sperm whale there.“ 

Money is enthroned in the hearts of our 
people. The love of money is our religion. 
Gold is the God whom we worship and in 
whom we trust. The exchange is our tem- 
ple, the forms of business constitute our 
ritual. Poverty is the only hell we fear 
and wealth is the heaven of our desires and 
aspirations. As Ruskin once said: “‘We have 
indeed a nominal religion to which we pay 
tithes of property and sevenths of time, 
but we have a real earnest, practical re- 
ligion, to which we give nine-tenths, or 
more, of our property, six sevenths or more 
of our time, and while we dispute a great

My ideal nation is not 4 collection of in- 
dividuals held together by the Government 
and to have a commonwealth of men held 
together by such a cohesive power as hold 
together the particles of grain of sand, but 
a confederation of families, each self-sus- 
taining, each having its own home, each 
having its own property rights, each its 
own family life and aul bound together in 
one commonwealth resting on the hearth- 
stone as its foundation. No battle ery ap- 
peals to the heart of man lik: that of home 
and fireside, and hence the most stable gov- 
ernment is that which makes men owners of 
their own homes and therefore most re- 
sponsive to its cry. 

Hence, instead of making war on property 
rights, instead of teaching that’ private 
property is wrong and that men ought ndt to 
accumulate wealth, I believe that it is the 
privilege and duty of every man to amass 
wealth for himself and his family, as far 
as he can do so without violating the law 
of trust and honesty or disregarding the 
claims of human brotherhood: but I do say 
it is a dark time in the history of any coun- 
try when the religion of that country is the 
dove of money—when the rung passion of 
that country’s people is to make money. 


The evil results of this spirit are apparent 
in our land to-day. Dominated by it, men 
are not content to win their way slowly to 
wealth along the Rw patient toil and 
industry as our fa did, but they pre gaye 
sessed with a 1 spirit and to 
grow rich suddenly, 
stroke of speculation.

The Chief ‘Dispensary Physician is re- 
quired to pass on the mental condition of 
every one who is admitted to the St. Louis 
Insane Asylum, or the insane ward of the 
Poor-house. It is a tremendous responsi- 
bility to rest on one man, and the possibili- 
ties for harm and injustice at the hands of 
an incompetent or corrupt official are féar- 
ful to contemplate. Supposed insane per- 
sons brought in by the police, or by their 
friends, are examined by the Chief Dispen- 
sary Physician, who becomes sole arbiter of 
their fate. Their freedom or incarceration 
depends on his conclusions. Where friends 
ofas insane person want him ad- 
mitted to the asylum ft is on petition to the 

rd of Health, fortifiéd by their affi- 
davits that they believe the person to be 
insane and the ,affidavit of a physician. 
In these cases the Dispensary physician 
is required to examine the person and pass 
on the petition before it is acted on by the 
board. His authority stops short of pass- 
ing on the mental condition of criminais 
who set up insanity as a defense for mur- 
der or assault. 

The assistant physicians are on duty one 
at a time in eight-hour watches—one from 
7 a. m. till 3 p. m., a second from 3 p. m. 
till 11 p. m., the third from 11 p. m. till 7 
a. m. The three assistants alternate these 
watches at intervals of six months. 

All day long the reception-room contains 
a varied assortment of sick people. As a 
general rule, they are a sorry looking, 
dilapidated crowd. Naturally, it is the

In 1892 Mr. Haldane of the House of Com- 
mons, introduced into that Body a bill, the 
urpose of which was to intercept and kee 
or the community any further “unearn 
increment” in land that might accrue from 
the growth of population or improved s0- 
cial conditions. The bill was earnestly 
“backed” by Messrs. Asquith, Grey, Bux- 
ton, Acland, and Ferguson. After being 
thoroughly discussed, it was rejected by 
a vote of to 148, on May 4, 1892. The vote 
was a source of great anxiety to the landed 
gentry. Since that time, there has been a 
rapid growth of public sentiment, not only 
to take for the use of the community sub- 
sequent unearned increment, but to se- 
cure complete adoption of the single 
tax, as is shown by the following ex- 
tract from the New Fork Sun of March 9:

This continued to be the law up to 1873. 
During that long period the unit of values 
Was never changed, and always contained 
371% grains of pure silver. While that was 
the law it was impossible for, any one to 
8 that the silver in a silver dollar was 
only worth 47 cents, or any other number of 
cents less than 100 cents, or a dollar. For it 
was itself the unit of values. While that 
was the law, it would have been absurd to 
say that the silver in a silver dollar was 
only worth 47 cents, as it wotild be to say 
that this figure 1, which I have on the 
blackboard, is only forty-seven one-hun- 
dredths of one. 


‘Both were legal tender in the payment 
of all debts, and the mints were open to 
the coinage of all that came. So that, up to 
1873, we were on what was known as a 
bimetallic basis, but what was in fact a 
silver basis, with gold as a companion 
metal enjoying the same privileges as silver, 
except that silver fixed the unit and the 
value of gold was regulated by it. This was 
bi-metallism. 


“Our forefathers showed much wisdom in 
selecting silver, of the two metals, out of 
which to make the unit. Much depended 
upon this decision. For the one selected to 
represent the unit would thereafter be un- 
changeable in value. That is, the metal 
in it could never be worth less than a dollar, 
for it would be the unit of value itself. 
The gemand for silver in the arts or for 
money by other nations might make the 
quantity of silver in a silver dollar worth 
more than a dollar, but it could never be 
worth less than a dollar. Less than itself. 

“In considering which of ese metals 
they would thus favor, by making it the 
unit, they were led to adopt silver because 
it was the most reliable. It was the most 
favored as money by the people. 

Men having a design to injure business 
by making money scarce could not so easily 
get hold of all the silver and hide it away 
as they could gold. This was the principal 
reason that led them to the conclusion 
to select silver, the more stable of the two 
metals, upon which to fix the unit. It was 
so much handled by the people, and pre-

(Here came an interruption in the lec- 
ture, a questioner stating that we had been 
on a gold basis ever since 1837, and that 
prior to 1837 there had been but eight mil- 
lion dollars of silver coined. The lecturer 
replied to this as follows.): 

“Prior to 1873 there were $105,000,000 of 
silver coined by the United States, and 
eight millions of this was in silver dollars. 
When it is stated that ‘only eight million 
dollars in silver’ had been coined, it can 
only be meant that ‘only eight million silver 
dollars had been coined.’ Ninety-seven mil- 
lions had in that same time been coined 
into dimes, quarters and halves. 

“About $100,000.000 of foreign silver had 
found its way into this country prior to 
1860. It was principally Spanish, Mexican 
and Canadian coin. It had all been made 
legal tender in the United States by act of 
Congress. We needed more silver than we 
had, and Congress passed laws making all 
foreign silver coin legal tender in this 
country. On account of the scarcity of 
silver both Jefferson and Jackson recom- 
mended that dimes, quarters and halves 
would serve the people better than dollars 
until more silver bullion could be obtained. 
This was the reason why only about $8,000,- 
000 of the $106,000,000 of silver were coined 
into dollars. 

“During this struggle to get more silver,. 
France made a bid for it by establishing a 
ratio of 15% to 1, and as our ratio was 16 
to 1, this made silver in France worth $1.03% 
when exchanged for gold; and as gold would 
answer the same purpose as silver for 
money, it was found that our silver was 
leaving us. So Congress, in 1858, had our 
fractional silver coins made ef light weight 
to prevent their being exported. 

* that we had prior to 1873, 3105, 000, 000 
of silver coined by us, and about 3100, 000, 
000 of foreign silver coin, or about 3205, 
000,000 in silver in the United States, and 
were doing all we could to get more and to 
hold on to what we had. Thus silver and 
gold were the measure of values. It should 
be remembered that no silver or gold was in 
circulation between 1860 and 1873. Two 
hundred and five millions were in circula- 
tion before 1861."

The report of the Director of the 
Mint shows that since 1850 the world has 
produced less silver than gold, while during 
the first fifty years of the century the 
world produced 78 per cent more silver than 
gold. Instead of becoming more plentiful, 
it is less plentiful. So it is less, instead of 
more.

An imaginary, but entirely characteristic, 
tilt between Coin and Mr. Lyman Gage, 
President of the First National Bank. of 
Chicago, is thus described: 

“The ratio between gold and silver,“ said 
Coin, “prior to 1873 in the United States 
was fixed at 16 to 1, and for the purpose of 
coining token silver dollars is still the ratio. 
That is, the silver in a silvér dollar is just 
sixteen times as heavy as the gold in a 
gold dollar. Up to 1834, when the ratio was 
15 to 1, the gold in a gold dollar was one- 
fifteenth the weight of the silver in a silver 
dollar. When the ratio was changed to 16 
to 1 the quantity of gold in the gold dollar 
was lessened and made one-sixteenth the 
weight of the silver in a silver dollar. The 
quantity of silver in the silver dollar was 
not disturbed. It, being the unit, was re- 
spected and remained the same. The gold 
dollar was cut down from 24.7 grains pure 
gold to 23.2 grains of pure gold. So that 
now it is one-sixteenth the weight of the 
pure silver (371%) in.the silver dollar. This 
is what ratio means.” 

Mr. Lyman Gage, President of the First 
National Bank of Chicago interrupted 
the little speaker.

He rose to his feet. All eyes were on him. 
In Chicago Lyman Gage is at the top of 
the heap.’ His word is law on the subject. 
“How does he happen to be at the head of 
the largest bank west of the Alleghenies 
if he does not know all about it??“ This is 
the way the Chicago people reason when 
their thinkers are allowed to think. 

As a rule they are a very busy set of 
men. On all such questions as a national 
finance policy their “thinkers’’’ run auto- 
matically. Such men as Mr. Gage do their 
thinking for them. Cities do not brécd 
statesmen. They breed the specialist. A 
specialist favors what will tend to promote 
his business, though it may injure the busi- 
ness of others. A statesman must be broad. 
He must have a comprehensive apprecia- 
tion of the interests of all the people—es- 
pecially the poorer classes, If he has been 
a railsplitter at one time, so much the bet- 
ter.

The audience was mostly in sympathy with 
Mr. Gage, except those who had been won 
over to Coin the day before. 

“I would like to ask a question,“ said 
Mr. Gage. 

“Proceed,” said Coin. 

“How can you have, at any fixed ratio, 
the same commercial value on two sepa- 
rate metals, that are from time to time vary- 
ing in the quantity of each produced?“ 
“This is the ‘stock fallacy’ of the gold 
monometallists,“ said Coin. All commer- 
cial values are regulated by supply aud de- 
mand. The commercial value of any com- 
modity depends on supply and demand. If 
the demand for a particular commodity is 
continuously rising and the supply does not 
increase, the commercial value will con- 
tinuously rise. 

„When the mints of the world are thrown 
open and the governments, say, ‘We will 
take all the silver and gold that comes.’ 
an unlimited demand is established. The 
supply is limited. Now, with an unlimited 
demand and a limited supply, there is noth- 
ing to stop the commercial value of the 
two.metals going up in the market, except 
the governments saying Hold on: these 
metals are for money; we fix the value at 
which they circulate. This unlimited de- 
mand is for silver at $1 for 371% grains, 
and $1 for 23 2-10 grains of gold—we stamp 
these into dollars respectively in those 
quantities. 

“While an unlimited demand has been es- 
tablished, the point at which the supply 
can take advantage of that demand is fixed. 
And the demand pulls them both plumb 
up to that point. At 6 to 1 and 371\ grains 
of silver as the unit, the commercial! value 
of 371% grains of pure silver is a dollar.

The evolution of the antique bobtall to the 
present electric and cable cars in St. Louis 
been rapid and complete, and there are 
many men yet in the employ of the com- 
panies who in past days prodded forward 
the obstinate little jacK rabbit mule.

There has been more or less dispute as to 
who fired the last shot. Jacob Sutter of 
Iron Hill, Pa., claims to have the best proof 
that he enjoyed that distinction. He says 
he belonged to a Northern artillery company 
and, not hearing the order to cease firing, 
continued to discharge his piece long after 
the other cannon echoes had died away. 

THE POINT OF SURRENDER. 

The surrender was consummated by the 
Confederate troops marching south from 
their encampment and passing in front ofa 
line formed by the First Division of the 
Fifth Corps of the Union army. As the road 
had been badly cut up by the wheels of the 
artillery, the troops were drawn up on the 
east side of the road in the field. The Con- 
federates filed through the space between 
the line and the road and stacked arms 
there. At a point almost across the road 
from the meeting place of the two Generals 
is a tablet with the following inscription:

Grant in his memoirs tells how he found 
Lee at the house with Col. Marshall, one 
of his staff officers. They greeted each oth- 
er, and after shaking hands, seated them- 
selves. Grant had his staff with him and 
some of them were in the room during the 
whole of the interview. Whatever Lee's 
feelings, they were concealed from Grant’s 
observation; but his own feelings were sad 
and depressed. Gen. Lee was dressed in a 
full uniform, which was entirely new, and 
was wearing a sword of considerable value. 
In his rough traveling suit, the uniform of a 
private, with the straps of a Lieutenant- 
General, Grant says he must have con-

OLDEST SURVIVOR 
OF THE LATE WAR 


Thomas Smith, of Paris, III., Is. 


Now Ninety-Five Years Old. 


Special Correspondence Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, III., April 1L.—It is doubtless a 
matter of conjecture as to who is the old- 
est living veteran of the late war, but it 
is the opinion of many who have made the 
matter a subject of study that the claims 
of Thomas Smith of this city are at least 
entitled to respectful consideration. 

If not the oldest veteran Uncle Tommy” 
feels that, in point of experience, at least, 
his record will discourage the aspirations 
of ambitious rivals. He carries in his body 
three Confederate bullets; one just under 
the skin of the right knee cap, another, 
which entered just over the right collar 
bone, lodging somewhere in the fleshy part 
of the back, and a third in the right hip. 
Aside from these little reminders of South- 
ern hospitality, he has two badly deformed 
arms, One broken with a blow by a musket 
and the 3 the result of being ridden 
over in cavalry charge at Nashville. 
On this latter occasion his breast bone and 
several ribs were crushed, but he set aside 
the sentence of death pronounced by the 
attending physicians and lived to render 
two more years of active service for the 


old flag. 

Notwithstanding his many infirmities and 
the weight of nearly 95 years, most of 
which were passed in arduous toil, Uncle 
Tommy keeps within his withered, parch- 
ment-like skin a young heart and relishes 
a joke as keenly as the average man of B. 

hen approached by a Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent. and asked to tell something 
concerning his life, he manifested the deep- 
est interest and though he experienced con- 
siderable difficulty in remembering names 
and dates, he was finally able to recall 
nearly all of the essential particulars, 

He was born Sept. 18, at Powell's 
Valley, Campbell County, Tenn., and re- 
sided in that locality up to the, beginning 
of the war. Under the Administration of 
Gov. Cannon, though a mere boy, he en- 
listed in a State military organization and 


assisted in the removal of a large body of 
Indians from the Georgia and Tennessee 
purchase, which they had refused to va- 
cate, to a point in Arkansas, near the pres- 
ent site of Little Rock. 

When the war with Mexico opened he 
was one of the first to volunteer and undes 
the command of Col. James Swan followed 
the victorious campaign of Gens. Scott 
and Taylor clear through to the City of 
Mexico, participating in most of the nota- 
ble engagements of the war and coming 
throug with a single scratch, a very 
slight bullet wound in the cheek, the scar 
of which is still visible. 

Returning to the pursuits of civil life, he 
followed various callings until the- late war 
when, at the age of 61 years, he was quick 
to volunteer. To quote his own words, at 
this time he hadn't a gray hair, could jump 
as far as he wanted to and could almost 
outrun a rabbit. 

He served first in the regiment of Col. 


THOMAS SMITH, AGED 95. 


James Brownlow, who was connected with 
„Pap“ Thomas' division. For three years 
he followed the fortunes of this command, 
participating in many engagements and re- 
ceiving most of the injuries mentioned. His 
left wrist was broken at Crab Orchard, 
Ky.: his right arm broken, breast bone and 
ribs crushed at Nashville, Tenn.; the wound 
in his knee was received at Franklin, Va.; 
that in the shoulder at Decatur, Ala.; that 
in the hip at Loudon, below Knoxville, 
Tenn., where he also received a slight bullet 
wound in the left leg. At the expiration of 
his three years’ of service, he removed his 
family from the border, laid waste by the 
contending armies, to Shelby County, In- 
diana, an en, going to Indianapolis, he 
enlisted in the 12ist Regiment, 9th Indiana 
Cavalry, with which he served until the 
close the war. 

Shortly after the downfall of the Confed- 
eracy, he came with his family to this (Ed- 
gar) county, and has been a resident of 
Paris for the past twenty-five years. 

In politics Mr. Smith is a Republican, and 
though totally blind and very infirm he 
never neglects an opportunity to vote his 
sentiments. 

A very singular and noteworthy fact about 
Mr. Smith is that a few years since he be- 
gan cutting a third set of teeth, and four 
or five small though perfect molars have 
since made ‘their appearance. Within the 
past year he has grown very feeble, but he 
retains his mental faculties well, and is able, 
with the assistance of his son-in-law, to 
walk down-town at least once every day 
when the weather will permit. 

Hie cheerfully consented to sit for a pict- 
ure (the first he has had taken for forty 
years) at the solicitation of the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, and the likeness, as 
presented herewith, is very striking.

You may obtain relief by taking one tea- 
spoonful of the following mixture every 
three hours: 

Muriate of ammicnia, two drams. 

Fluid extract of cubebs, two drams. 

Syrup of wild cherry bark, two ounces. 

Brown mixture, two ounces. 


Kindly inform me how to make cam- 
phor water to be used with borax as an 
eye lotion. Also say how much borax 
should be used. 

1. Take one dram of camphor to one quart 
of distilled water, macerate for two days 
and filter. 2. Five grains of pure borax 
to one ounce of camphor water. 


Please inform me through your medical 
column how phosphoric acid should be 
taken as a tonic. 


The dose for an adult is from ten to 
twenty drops of the diluted acid, to be 
taken in water three times a day.

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‘WHAT PHYSICIANS SAY OF IT. 
Extracts prom Waldstein's Stato 
* ment Describing the Remedy 
and Experiments. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. ) 

NEW YORK, April 13.—The doctors are 
much intdrested in the statement that Dr. 
Louis Waldstein of New York has discov- 
ered a cure for consumption. Some are suf- 
ficiently receptive to want to introduce the 
remedy at once for experiment, others re- 
fuse to take any stock whatever in it, but 
all are interested. Dr. Morris Manges of No. 
$41 Madison avenue is a close friend of Dr. 
Walastein and is now in charge of his 
practice. He is in constant communication 
with him and has advance sheets of the pa- 
per, whose publication in the Berliner Klin- 
ische Wichenschrift has attracted such at- 


tention. Dr. Manges says that Dr. Weld- 
stein does not claim that the new remedy 
Will attack cancer and that he has not made 
an —ů— — to that end. 

“In reliminary reports that I have,“ 
said he, “there is no reference to the ac- 
tion of these injections upon cancer, and 
it would be well before any statements are 
made on this subject to wait until we have 
seen Dr. Waldstein’s full report.“ > 

In the original paper in Dr. Manges pos- 
session Dr. Waldstein writes as foilows: 

My leading idea was to study the rela- 
tions of white blood cells in a continuous 
Series during various infectious diseases, 
and I therefore took advantage of the large 
Supply of material afforded at the Urban 
Hospital in Berlin as a basis for my expe- 
riments. These cases were being treated 
With anti-toxine, and thus afforded a field 
for discovering not alone the relations of 
the white cells in disease, but the reaction 
of these cells to the anti-toxine. In other 
words, I studied the means of defense 
Against these poisons. My preliminary 
Studies were pursued at the hospital at 
Nancy, France, with Prof. Cuenot. These 
experiments were in cases of lessening of 
white cells after infection from the craw- 
fish. After injections of anti-toxine and dur- 
ing the height of the diphtheritic process I 
always found that the multi-nucleated white 
cells were largely increased, whereas the 
mono-nucleated cells were regularly dimin- 

in number. As soon, however, as the 
tena began to improve this condition 

e suddenly changed, as was shown 
by a diminution of the multi-nucleated cells 
and an increase of the mono-nucleated cells. 
In those cases, however, which did not im- 
_ prove after injections of anti-toxine, or in 
cases which were destined to prove fatal, 
the multi-nucleated cells also increased. 

“These changes were so constant in oc- 
currence that a poorer prognosis could be 
18 in those cases in which they occurred, 
or patients either died or convalescence 
Was very slow, on account of marked in- 
volvence of the 5 glands. The va- 
rious works on e subject would indicate 
that in recovery from infectious diseases 
there was always a stimulation of certain 
organs of the body, namely the lymphatic 
age the result of which was the — 

ion of certain 8 substances, as 
has been shown by the work of Hankin. I 
therefore inferred that if I could artificially 
increase the white cells in the blood, re- 
covery would be much facilitated. Experi- 
ments on animals with various substances, 
such as mercury and iodide of potassium, 
were made. I examined patients with loco- 
motor ataxia who had taken large doses of 
these drugs and an increase of the white 
celis was found. 

“In looking around for substances which 
would have more rapid action in this direc- 
tion I found that the best results were ob- 
tained with pilocarpine. Although it is true 
that this drug had already been recom- 
mended for, diphtheria and that it had al- 
rea.@ been shown that it increased the 
white cells, yet I discovered that it was 
white cells which were especially increased 
by this drug, shown by experiments on rab- 
bits. Furthermore, hypodermic injections of 
it in a number of children who had marked 
enlargements of the lymphatic glands after 
ecariatina and measies caused the glands 
to become much smaller. This was true at- 
ter the injection of very minute doses. I ob- 
tained a similarly excellent result in aduit 
— With very marked glandular en- 

ements. Pilocarpine was also employed 
in a number of cases of phthisis. Some pa- 
tients with phthisis and without fever re- 
ceived injections of pilocarpine. 

“The result was « marked rise of tem- 
perature, and at times a scarlatinous rash 
which resembles very much that which fol- 
lowed injections of anti-toxine and tubercu- 
lin. In two advanced cases, in which the 
opportunity of making post mortems was 
afforded, the condition of the lungs was 
— much like that found after injections 
of tuberculin. Naturally, such injections 
must be given with caution. Those em- 
ployed were one milligramme and as soon 
as any reactive symptoms were seen, the 
injections were suspended. In a series of 
patients with thé disease even these min- 
ute doses were regularly followed by a ris- 
ing temperature, Which was much less than 
that after tuberculin and which often did 
not — until the third day after the

They were Attor- 
ney Moerschel, who formerly lived at 1002 
North Third street, who has been dead over 
two years. He was a brother of Sergt 
Moerschel of the mounted police. Another 
dead man was —— Hartman,registered from 
North Fourth street, in Hagerty’s precinct. 
He is a brother of Hartman, the shoe deal- 
er on Seventh street, near Franklin avenue, 
and has been dead two years.

“If you do not answer my question I will 
put you in jail.” “4 

“Put me in jail right away. Don't call 
the hoodlum wagon, Get a carriage and 
I'll pay for it.” 

This was the climax of an iting debate 
between Judge Leo-Rassieur and Mrs. Marie 
Michel. The usually somber funereal at- 
mosphere of the Probate Court was sur- 
charged with bitter invective from the 
woman and stern commands and warnings 
from the Judge. 

From 10 in the morni until 6 o’clock in 
the evening Mrs. Michel, a plain German 
woman, remained a prisoner the Judge’s 
private office, clinging to a certificate of 
deposit for $1,000 in the German Savings 
Institution. fearful was she of losing it 
that she refused to answer questions about 
the certificate put to her by the Judge and 
he gave her until 4 o’clock to change her 
mind, After he had disposed of a long 
day's docket he called her out at 6 p. m. 
and repeated his questions. 

She overwhelmed him with abuse which 
rolled off her tongue half in English, ‘half 
in German, as sparks shoot from a live wire. 
She clutched her certificate, waved it in de- 
fiance and denounced the Judge because 
she had nothing to eat all day. In the end 
she was taken to a restaurant by Deputy 
Sheriff Dean and thence to the Four Courts, 
to be placed in jail for contempt. 

Mrs. Michel is well to do and lives at 515 
North Fifteenth street. When her daughter, 
Lizzie, married William Noltkamper, the old 
lady made her a wedding present of $8,000. 
She alleges that she afterwards loaned her 
daughter $1,000, and when Lizzie was on her 
death bed, she held out the $1,000 certificate 
of deposit to her mother-in-law and said: 
“Give this to mother. I owe it to her.“ 

Three days after Lizzie’s death the elder 
Mrs. Noltkamper gave the certificate to Mrs. 
Michel. William Noltkamper, the dead wo- 
man’s husband, refused to serve as adminis- 
trator, and George Holtgreve was ap- 
pointed. He demanded the certificate of de- 
posit from Mrs. Michel and she refused to 
surrender it. He then notified the Probate 
Court, and she was cited to appear. 

As soon as Judge Rassieur questioned her 
yesterday morning, she began a fiery de- 
nuciation of what she regarded as a 
scheme to rob her of her money. The 
Judge tried to calm her, but her temper 
rose until his honor became severe in 
his manner. He asked her for the date of 
the certificate, the name of the person to 
whom it was issued and for other details 
necessary for an inventory. But she im- 
agined it was all a conspiracy to get the 
certificate from her, and refused to answer. 

Her only nourishment during the day 
was an occasional glass of water, and she 
spoke with the eloquence of an empty 
stomach when she scored the Judge for not 
letting her eat. 

“But did not say you might go to a 
restaurant, if you left the certificate with 
me until you came back, and did I not 
promise to restore it to you?“ 

She answered this, with flery speech, 
which rang through the court and adjoin- 
ing corridors. 

“You are a stubborn woman, and I will 
show yuu that the law is stronger than 
you. When you go to jail the certificate 
will be taken from you, and yeu had better 
let me see it. When you go you will not 
come out until Monday.“ 

“Mr. Steinhart will bail me out,” she said, 


defiantly. 
No one can bail you out when I commit 


you for contempt. 

“Then put me in jail. We'll have a trial 
Monday, and I'll see if you want to go to 
all.“

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A BLOW FOR TAPE GAMES. 


Judge Murphy OrdersCentral Stock Ex- 
change Men Before the Grand-Jury. 


In the Court of Criminal Correction yes- 
terday Judge Murphy rendered a decision 
which will close every so-called mining 
stock exchange in town. All of the de- 
fendants before him were bound over to 


the Grand Jury in the sum of $500. It was 
the case of tha Central Stock Bxch — 
that was on trial, John W. Cornelius, the 
keeper of the place, and John M. Monroe, 
W. H. Moore, Charles Osborne, Joe Gilbert, 
Tom Ferguson, John W. Vance and Charles 
J. Wiley were the parties held. 

The ease has been bitterly contested 
from the first and it was generally under- 
stood the Central“ had the backing of 
all the other so-called exchanges in its 
effort to free the men under arrest. Judge 
Chester Krum was employed as counsel 
and Thomas Harvey was retained as spe- 
cial attorney for the State to aid in the 
prosecution. The State’s claim was that 
all of the so-called exchanges were tape 
games and purely gambling institutions. 
Attorney Harvey claimed the fluctuations 
of stock“ were like the changes of a faro 
game and were entirely too frequent and 
too great’ to be legitimate. Judge Krum 
claimed the exchanges did a_ legitimate 
business, but failed to establish the fact 
to the satisfaction of the court. 

The police raided the “Central” several 
weeks ago and captured all the parapher- 
nalia and all parties connected with the 
place. The idea was to make a test case 
of one place, and if the courts decided they, 
are gambling institutions, to raid them 
all and close their doors. The Central“ 
case will now come before the Grand Jury, 
and if an indictment is found, as in ae - 
ability there will be, the cases will go 
to the Criminal Court. If a conviction is 
secured the so-called exchanges will have 
to quit business. 

Judge Murphy's decision was noised 
among the sports who patronize the other 
tape games that have been running, pend- 
ing the Court's decision. They immediately 
cashed in their tickets and left the game, 
The Missouri Stock Exchange at Fourth 
and Pine, and the St. Louis Stock Ex- 
change at 321 Pine street, the only two 
which have been open, were then closed, to 
remain so until the Grand Jury acts. 

The men who have been running these 
games say that they can beat the case 
against them, and that they intend to do 
so. One of these shops is acknowledged 
by its manager to have been making $5,000 


per month.

CATHOLICS AND SCHOOLS. 


The Pope Sustains the Council of 
Baltimore. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 0 

NEW YORK, April 18.— According to a re- 
cent decision from Rome, what is known as 
the Liberal party in the Catholic Church has 
made an advance, so far as the making it 
proper for Catholic parents to send their 
children to the public schools is concerned, 
This action of the authorities is announced 
by the American Ecclesiastical Review of 
Philadelphia, the organ of the Catholic 
clergy of this country, which says that the 
decision makes it clear 8 the provisions 
of the Council of Baltimore, which gave the 
Bishops the discretionary power of enforc- 
ing the obligation, remains intact. It has 
long been maintained in the church that 
the Baltimore decree meant that Catholic 
parents are compelled to send their children 
to Catholic schools, while the Liberal party 
has held the contention that parents were 
free to allow their children to attend public 
schools. Only last month, declares the paper, 
one of the bishops asked the Holy See if a 
bishop was free to use his discretion of de- 
claring parents unwerthy of the sacrament 
when through mere obstinacy they prefer 
to send their children to public schools. He 
also asked whether the Council of Balti- 
more on this point was in future to be sus- 
tained. The answer came quickly. It pralsed 
the bishop for his zeal in establishing thor- 
oughly Catholic schools in his diocese, and 
sustained the Council of Baltimore and em- 
phasized the discretionary right of the bish- 
ops in ca out the decrees of the Coun- 
cll. A New York priest in discussing this 
latest phase of the school question, says: 
“This decision means that if he sees fit, a 
bishop may issue an order forbidding par- 
ents who not send their children to the 
parochial schools to approach the sacra- 
ments. Virtually this would be but a little 
less severe punishment than expelling them 
from the church.” 0

The Daily Commercial Bulletin has the 
following to say in regard to wool: As 
usual at this season of the year, numerous 
inquiries are received regarding prospects 
and prices for the new clip of wool. While 
it is manifestly impossible to foretell] the 
future value of any article, still there are 
certain facts generally known to the trade 
that indicate to some extent the probable 
course of the market. Thie season, for the 
first time, we enter into full competition 
with the free wool of the whole world. The 
duty was really removed last August, but 
our clip had been largely disposed of by 
that time and the great competing clips of 
the Southern Hemisphere had not yet been 
sheared. By this time, however, they have 
also been marketed and sold to a consider- 
able extent, at advanced prices, though 
they still seem to be cheap enough to per- 
mit of extensive purchases for America at 
Melbourne, 2 and London. Our man- 
ufacturers, both East and West, are now 
testing and experimenting with these wools 
and upon the result depends the fate of 
wool raising in the United States. The 
competition is going to be bitter, as coun- 
tries like Australia have many natural ad- 
vantages in thefr favor, notably climate. 
Enough has been learned from these tests 
to indicate that the foreign wools of the 
finer grades are superior to ours in softness, 
finish and working Er but they are 
more tender in staple and many ot them 
are defective from burrs, shives, etc. The 
foreign coarser grades are generally harsh- 
er and otherwise inferior to ours, but are 
offered at a cheaper scoured cost. The clip 
of fine wool is being reduced abroad and 
more attention given to the raising of the 
medium and lower grades, which at present 
values pay better than the finer qualities. 
For this reason fine wools are regarded as 
being nearer a bedrock basis than other 
grades, whieh may show an increase in 
production about the same time that a 
change in fashions may cause them to be 
neglected. This is usually the first stock 
shorn, so it will be seen that there is noth- 
ing to encourage the wer or shipper to 
hold back for better prices. Wool marketed 
as soon as sheared will probably do as well 
or better than if sold later, unless there 
should be a general advance in all the great 
staples, such as wheat, cotton, silver, iron, 
etc. The world’s supply of wool is large, 
notwithstanding some decrease in our clip, 
a there 11 in J. * a boom.

I think no one remembers to have heard of 
any Rescue Homes having been started 
among those people, but I do remember that 
when a little band of women established a 
small home (the Mission Home, 3900 South 


Broadway) in the South End and another 


little band of women opened such a Rescue 
Home in the northern part of St. Louis (the 
White Cross Home, 1731 North Twelfth street) 
they were left almost without help from our 
citizens and altogether without aid from our 
ministers, and many times starvation stared 
the poor girls in the face, while the food 
was always of the coarsest and plainest. 

Is it not true that the plan of giving over 
A certain part of the city to the social evil 
has been thoroughly tried in St. Louis, not 
by the la and the selection of a place by 
the Board of Police Commissioners, but by 
the choice of these people themselves? And 
if, after many years of trial, the evil has 
only grown worse and worse, is it not a little 
absurd to talk of going back to it as a re- 
form movement?’’ 

In the old days when the evil was closely 
confined to certain districts, although no 
rescue homes were built within its limits, 
we did keep our High School, with its hun- 
dreds of boys and girls, in its very midst 
and none of our ministers deemed it of 
enough importance to rush to Jefferson 
City when an effort was being made to keep 
pure and clean a little space around our 
school houses and churches. 

In every city in the Union the “social 
evil” is practically confined to certain limits 
and the only effect it has ever had for — 
Was to keep respectable women away from 
that ‘district. Now, would not it seem like 
an exércise of common sense to try some 
other plan? 

I was heartily glad when these houses were 
scattered all over the city, for I believed 
when once they were in respectable 
neighborhoods they could not live. Men will 
not go into these places freely if they are 
to meet their other women friends or, pos- 
sibly, their wives, sisters or daughters as 
they pass in and out. Would not the evil 
die out if it had to be conducted under the 
eyes of a W. C „U. Woman on one side 
and an earnest worker of the Women’s 
Christian Association on the other? And 
would not the work of reform be more likely 
inaugura succe carried on 
under such circumstanc

It was first intended to have the tour ex- 
tended from Hannibal to Clarksville, but 
this was abandoned on account of the un- 
certain condition of the roads above Louis- 
jana at this time of the year, and the old 
route will be adhered to with some slight 
variations. The attendance promises to 
be the largest ever assembled for a one 
day’s spin over the fine gravel roads of 


Pike County. 

The county has been aptly styled a 
“wheelman'’s paradise.” Radiating from 
Louisiana, the fine gravel roads extend in 
all directions, forming a riding district 
second to none in America. 

Louisiana has again been chosén as the 
headquarters on account of its central loca- 
tion and superior. facilities for handling a 
large crowd.

The Association Hard at Work on the 
Fifth Annual Event.
